Of the Cotton Reports 


(From The Charlotte Observer. ) 

Frank Hayne, in The Cotton Trade 
Journal, published in New Orleans, 
wants the Government to get back 
ta the old system of eotton crop re- 
porting, which is “one estimate re- 
port, and one alone, that to he i1s- 
sned. on December Sth, the date ob- 
taining before the multiple system was 
established—-and mainly for the pur- 
pose of giving the estimating bureau 
more jobs. The fallacy of the August 
report has been demonstrated in Aa 
number of instances of over-estimate, 
as in the case of the 1918 report, 
which over-shot the mark by 3,422,- 
(XM) bales. Even if it were possible 
to make reliable estimate of the crop 
in August, there appears no necessity 
the government to make an esti- 
mate at that time. Haynes argument 
is that even if the government's esfi- 
mate should prove correct, “why should 
this country publish for the consum- 
ing cotton world that we are going 
to have an over-production of cotton 
vear? The mills of the 
world are not compelled to state in 
the heginning of the season that thes 
will require, sav. twenty or thirty per 
eent more cotton than they did the 
previous vear. Therefore, why should 
the farmer have to be crucified by the 
government informing the world that 
In ifs opinion the erop will turn out, 
in spite of a ten per cent reduction 
in acreage and at least a thirty-three 
per cent decrease in fertilizers. to be 
the third largest crop that has ever 
been raised?” 

Haynes suggestion that “if our sen- 
ators and representatives, instead of 
investigating the cotton exchanges and 
trying to prove that every decline tn 
eotten is caused by their manipula- 
tions, would put a stop to the govern- 
ment making any estimate. whatso- 
ever, unti] the Sth of December,” is 
an eminently sensible one.

However, even defensive bids 
must be based upon certain minimums 
of honor-trick strength in order to 
‘safeguard the defending side against 
staggering losses. A simple overcall 
of an adverse bid may be made with 
from 1 1-2 to 2 1-2 honor-tricks in the 
hand and a biddable suit. If an ad- 
verse snit is ta be overcalled by no- 
trump, the hand should contain about 
2 1-2 honor-tricks. If you are rul- 
nerable. the trump suit should he 
stronger. particularly when it is nec- 
essary to overcall with a bid of two,
